The officials had brought George,, 
another son, and Fred, a little three I 
year oW son, before the private judge,' 
and were preparing to ask them some 
questions, when Fred in innocence and 
•with a pointing hand,.said: - 
'George, what did you kill mama 
for?" 
George.hung his head and.failed to 
answer, .'.The officials were quick to 
follow the lead- and asked Fred how 
G-eorpe kiHed his mother, and the Jit- 
tie chap said: 
"George killed her with a gun." 
The eight year old lad when asked 
if the accusation made by his baby 
brother were true, admitted them. He 
said that he was playing with the shot 
gun and did not know it was loaded. 
He pulled the trigger back and the 
contents of the gun were discharged 
into his mother's head. 
Neighbors found the body of Mrs. 
Jordon Tuesday afternoon. The four 
sons and the father were Immediately 
taken into custody. The eight year 
old lad then told officials his father 
had shot his mother, because 
she 
would not get out of bed to get break-1 
fast. 
He said his father had sworn j 
at his mother during the quarrel.

Without Candidates Present,

G.—Notary publics 
who have made out election affldEa-ita, 
without parties appearing before them 
may be prosecuted under the law, ac- 
cording to a decision by Attorney Gen- 
eral Owen to District Attorney Zabel 
of Milwaukee today. Mr. Zabel in a 
letter to the Ettorney general said that 
at the primary election held in Mil- 
waukee, March 21, 1916, a number of 
ballots were cast by non-resident elec- 
tors, who presented alleged affidavits, 
but were effected for following reason: 
Neither electors who undertook to vote 
nor free holders, who undertook to 
substantiate the affidavits''were prop- 
erly sworn to. 
The attorney 
general was asked 
whether the act of a notary in certi- 
fying that the elector of free holders 
appeared before him on a certain day 
and were sworn 
by him, was legal. 
In the opinion Attorney General Owen 
said: 


"I do not find that the section of the 
statute has been construed by our su- 
preme court, but it seems to me that 
a notary public, a public officer who 
falsely certified that on a certain affi- 
ant appeared before him, subscribed 
his name to an 
affidavit end was by 
the officer, sworn thereto, falls within 
the condemnation of this section and 
that the notary public referred to in 
your communication, may be prosecut- 
ed under either of the provisions of 
the law."

It proved an active enemy of the 
Rocky mountain locust during that 
Insect's ruinous invasions, and among 
the other pesta it consumes are the 
spring and fall cankerwonns, orchard 
and forest tent caterpillars, tussock, 
gipsy, and brown-tail moths, plum cur- 
culio, army worm, and chinch bug. In 
fact, not one of our birds has a better 
record.

6.—After figuratively 
taking the public's breath away two 
weeks ago by a daring article cap- 
tioned, "if I were Wilson" Maximilian 
Harden today returns to exhaustive 
defense of President Wilson, his policy 
and entire American standpoint. 


In a letter in the Zukunft, entitled, 
"The 
Real Wilson," Herr 
Harden 
praised President Wilson as "a man 
of high moral and high spiritual char- 
acter of whom we might be proud of 
if he were ours." What 
the writer 
characterizes as "lazy ignorance" Is 
represented as "chattering from the 
mantel of would-be patriotism, which 
in reality has nothing in common with 
genuine patriotism 
when 
President 
Wilson is assailed as he frequently 
has been. 


"Ninety-nine one-hundredths of all 
the so-caille-d 
war 
literature, "Herr 
Harden continues," 
should be seni 
where it belongs—to the paper mills— 
and the public should return to books 
from, 
wnich a wide awake spirit 
speaks, including Presiednt Wilson's 
'The New Freedom.' Then perhaps, 
pure common sense will return to you 
and awaken you to the duty of respect- 
ing the dignity of foreign people," 
Herr Harden follows with a brief 
character sktech of President Wilson 
in which 
he calls the 
president a 
"brave opponent of evil and abuses," 
and alludes to him as "actuated by a 
love for his people, and possessed of 
the will to lead them to the heights of 
his ideals, after they have gotten into 
the swamp land." 


"Germany," 
he adds, "should be 
ashamed of people who slander him 
because they have wrecked calumny 
in newspapers." 


In all his controversies with Ger- 
many, said Herr Harden, 
President 
Wilson has acted from absolute con- 
viction. 
"Dare we measure by standard of a 


student's squabble the complaints of a 
great free nation, lead by the man of 
weight and importance of President 
Wilson?'" asks the writer. "If Presi- 
dent Wilson, after a thorough investi- 
gation, is convinced warlike acts of 
Germany have broken laws of human-, 
ity, it was not only his rfght .But his i 
duty to talk with clearness.

THE "WHY" OF THE 


AURORA BOREALIS 


WEATHER MAN .TELLS 
Sun Spots Given Credit for Producing 


Luminiscence Recently Visible to 


Janesville People in Northern 


Skies. 


"What's the cause of the meteoro- 
logical phenomena visible to Janes- 
ville and Rock county residents re- 
cently in the northern skies?" was the 
question asked Eric Miller, the gov- 
ernment weather mar, at Madison. 


"Sun 
spots, or aurora borealis," said 
the weatuer dopster. 
"Pray, what might that be?" 
"I'll explain," the observer gener- 
ously offered, and 
he immediately 
plunged into a discussion of electrons 
positively and negatively charged, of 
an atmosphere beautified with a lumi- 
nescence caused by the excitation di- 
rectly the result of contact with pro- 
jected particles from the sun of dif- 
fused auroras and solar and terres- 
trial phenomena, and of solar disinte- 
gration radio-active matter, and mag- 
netic P9les." 
"Having protested to the weather- 
maker that he was not president of 
the Royal Meteorological society, the 
questioned asked him kindly to re- 
peat the interview in English. 
He 
did. 


"Very often the sun shows spots 
upon its surface which 
are visible 
through a telescope. These spots, at 
present on the sun, are regions of 
enormous disturbance on its surface. 
An electric current is 
thrown .off. 
When this current of electricity, car- 
rying electrons, reaches 
the 
upper 
and thinner portions of the earth's at- 
mosphere, it comes in contact with 
magnetic lineR of force that are hur- 
rying toward the north magetic pole. 
The same is true 
in the southern 
hemisphere, 
where these 
lines of 
force are. directed toward the south 
magnetic pole. When the forces meet 
light is 
produced. There you have 
the aurora. This light forms a collar 
about the magnetic pole, much as the 
arctic circle does about the north geo- 
graphical 
pole. 
But the 
magnetic 
pole is nearer to us. being situated in 
northern Canada. 
It 
is because of 
this that you people in Janesville can 
see the aurora when it'is especially 
bright. 


An arc of light across the northern 
horizon, explained Mr. Miller, is the 
forerunner to the aurora. 
Streamers 
of light then come up. at right angles, 
bringing us to the last stage, that vis- 
ible in Janesville on April 27 and 28. 
The last stage is the most beautiful, 
for it shows-draperies of light over- 
head, waving arid colored. The phe- 
nomena -is very 
attractive, and Mr. 
Miller gave hope'to those who did not 
view the recent atmospheric attrac- 
tion when he stated 'that there proba- 
bly would be,.'more such occurrences 
in the near 
future. The aurora" is 
visible in the extreme north and ex- 
treme, south during the greater part 
of the year.

What Is known as the wheel barom- 


eter is an ingenlus variation ot Torri- 
celli's Idea. This barometer was In- 
vented by Robert Hooke, probably the 
greatest "philosophical mechanic" of 
his day. it Is intended to Indicate the 
weather without observing the mer- 
cury Itself. There is the usual tube, 
but it Is bent at the bottom Into a 
short leg. 
In this leg a little glass 


Heat rests upon the surface of the 
mercury. A cord attached to the flout 
passes over the pulley. The pulley Is 
furnished with a pointer that moves 
around, the dial, the moving agency be- 
ing the rising or falling 
mercury,

1st. The demand for leather is greater than 
the supply—on account of the decrease in num- 
ber of cattle in the United States, increased 
population and the European war. 
2nd. 
Cost of tanning materials has increased 


1OO% to 1000% owing to blockade of certain 
ports. 
3rd. Decrease supply of raw skins by curtail- 
ment of some of the supply centers due to th^ 
European war. 
4th. The freight embargo of Eastern railroads, 
due to shortage of ships for carrying. 
5th. Increased marine, freight and insurance 
charges owing to the war. 
6tlr Export of huge quantities of sole leather 
to Europe. 
7th. Increased leather consumption in Amer- 
ica, due to the greater employment of labor all 
over the country and more money in circulation 
from increased business earnings.
